receipts Irom all sources dining the 
year was $587,198 27. Illinois 1ms paid 
to the society for the year $25,183.14 for 
Bibles and Testaments, and $7,845.75 as 
a donation, to aid in circulating the 
Bible iu foreign lands. The receipts 
fiom Illinois arc some $10,080 short of 
tho previous year. This is contiibuted 
to the financial picssmc in the flist place; 
In tho second, the lecoipts of the former 
ycai from losses were some $4,f>00. This 
falling off iu receipts seems to have 
been general throughout the country, 
as the aggregate of contributions to the 
parent society are $50,000 shoitof last 
ycat. 


A Blessing In Disguise.—The bad 


roads which have prevailed through the 
winter and tpring will prove to have 
been beneficial in one way at least. It 
has been impossible, on acccun^of the 
wretched travelling, foi farmers to get 
their coin to market, is they would 
have done, bad the roads been good.—

February. So the farmers are that much 
ahead on account of bad roads. The 
fact of being short of money on account 
of holding their 'corn, has also led'to 
a wholesome curtailment of living ex- 
penses, which has saved them hundreds 
of dollars in the aggregate.

farmers of Macon county, altogether, 
are many thousand dollars better off to- 
day than they would have been had the 
travelling been such as would have 
allowed them to ship their com in tho 
winter.
